Tibia Hog was Trycd for ficaling two pieces of Indian Silk from Thorsas Smzten 
Ingian gown (cter in the New Exchange in the Szrand « the conung to tus (bop, 
cheapned \cveral parcels of filk, and thereby took the opportunity whillt they were 
buliz, to ſlip two pieces under her Coats,valucd at ten pounds 3 -but bcing perceived 
by a youth thar ſtood in.am- oppeſite ſhop, who tald Mr.Suttel of the famic, he went 
| to ſearch her, whereupon ſhe dropped the ſame. Upon her Trya] ſhe dcnyed chat 
ever ſhe touched, or had any ſuch parcel of Siſkz but the Evidence was fo plain 5 
that the Jury brought her io. guilty-of, the Felony, - And having been known to 
be a nototious-ſhop-lifr, received Sentence with the former, much lamenting her 
hard fate, and exclaimed again her cruel d ſtinies , for Fog her —_— on 
ſuch anger and utter ruine.

Edward Duffer was tried for breaking the Shop of Thamas Weſtwood a Batber 


in Holboxrn, and taking.thence eight Razers, three pair of Cizars, three Napkins; 


o5c pair of Beard-irons, one Perriwig, and (cveral other chings. The Felony and 
Burglary were both proved againſt him by his former Contefhoo, ard by a.Wit- 
neſs whom he (old one of the Razers to , though Newgate; had taught, him the 
impudence to deny his former affeveration.z. yet upon the: teſtimony that was 
given againlt him hc was brought in guilty of the Fclony and: Burglary, and-for the 
lame received Scntence. Atter which, for ſome time he leemed:refolute 3 but when 
he ſaw there was no hop:s for 1:tc, his courage failed him,and he defircd the hearty 
prayers of ſeveral. that came to viſit him, and ſo, continued Wi-death. 


Mary Buckzal was tried for Murthering her Male Baſtard-childe on. the 24th 
ot Auguſt laſt z the manner of the Fat according, to the; Evidence was as enſues. 
She living in the Pariſh of St. Scpulchres, and lodging with another woman, a- 
bout two of the Clock in'the. Morning found het pains come taſt upon her, aroſe, 
( the other being to falt ajlecy that ſhe percejyed it not, as the (wore) and was by 
her (elf delivered, but not fo ſecretly bur that. the other. Woman heard ſome;noiſe 3 
whereupon ſhe asked her what was the matter z, to-which ſhe sepli'd, that ſhe had

George Cole, of Biſhops gate: _ London was fried: for A Felony 2nd Burglary, 
for robbing his Lodging , breaking open the D-ors and D:sks therein, #9d taking 
thence three or tour;$air of Flaxcn Sheers, cwo'Callico Pillowbeers, two: Tabk- 
cloths, ſeveral Curtains and Valcns, befides Apparel, asPci cicoats, Scarfs and Hoods, 
as likewiſe Thread and Girnp; all ©: the - value of ſeven or cight' pounds z his 
he eff-Cted one Morning before any of the houſe- were fiirring, ' carrying chem 
clear off without-the lealt drſcovery,  lcaving one chat he pretended was his Wife 
in bed the mean while... And alfo fevers! Pick-lock Keys were found that would 
oprn all the Houſe- doors, Trunks, Chetts, and ozher faftenings in the houſe 3 and 
was ſo impudent as not long after to ſend a Mcſſenger for them, and ſome'other

Edward Willis bzing apprehended for Stealing ſeveral Sheep near 
Highgate was committed to Newgate, where he remained till he took 
his Tryal in the 0/4 Bayley, and there it was Sworn againſt him by a 
Felmonger, that he had boaght ten Skins of him, and gave him »ize 
Pence a piece for each of them: And the man that loſt them hading 
his Mark upon the Skins, He Challenged and Swore them to be his, 
ſo that the Priſoner being Caſt, was upon! bis being found to be for- 
merly Burnt in the Hand, Condemned. He begg d hard for his 
Life, but ſeveral notorious things being alledged againſt him, he 
could obtaia no Mercy, but was Executed with the reſt, behaving 
himſelf like a dying man, till he changed for ſmmortaliy, 


Thus may we' ſee how the Devil'dehudes ſach as give eredit to his 
wicked Suggeſtions, . but at laſt brings them into Miſery, and then 


+ leaves them to ſhitt, when leaſt able.
